Crushed Under a Freight 
- Other Man Dies 
Suddenly 




Two sudden deathes, one the result of 
an accident and the other from natural 
causes last Saturday furnished the resi- 
dents of Lake Villa with the most ex- 
citement they have had in years 

The victims are; John Sable 40 years 
old, crushed to death under a "freight 
car while repairing a draw bar. Ben 
Hutchinson, 70 years old, dropped dead 
from heart disease, while riding in ca- 
boose of the freight train. 

Sable held the position of railroad 
carpenter with the Soo railroad/ Sat- 
urday afternoon he was sent from the 
company's repair shops at Kolze near 
Chicago, to repair a broken -draw bar 
on a car at. Lake Villa. The car had 
been placed on a siding. 

The evidence showed that Sable had 
not taken the usual precautions of put- 
ting out flags on either endof :the string 
of cars to.prevent any more cars from 
being backed onto the Biding. Then he 
crawled under the broken^artand be 
gan to make repairs. 

A little while latdF a freight\ train 
came along. The u& under which Sable 
waB worklnewiw pushed along before 
he could leaf n of his danger. His head 
^ badly mashed but the wheels did 
not paSs over his body. When other 
railroad employes learned of the acci- 
dent theyhurriedly pulled obt Sable's 
body but it. was seen that he was dead. 
Coroner Taylor presided at the in- 
quest at which a verdict of accidental 
"death withuthe railroad company exon- 
erated from blame, was returned. He 
leaves a family In the old country. 
. Hutchinson's home was in the potato 
country in Wisconsin. He was making 
the trip with several carloads "of pota- 
toes. His job was to keep a/fire burn- 
ing in the cars in order that the pota- 
toes would not freeze. He rode, in the 
caboose but at every stop ht would get 
out and replenish the fires in the 
- stoves. -j. 

About one o'clock Saturday morning 
he awoke and sitting up in bed called 
out to the other occupants of the ca- 
boose that it was time for them to get 
up. He passed some other joking re 
■ remarks and then suddenly dropped 
back in his berth. 

This happened just north of Lake 
Villa. As soon as the train reached 
Lake Villa a physician was -summoned 
but he found that the aged' man was 
dead. Coroner Taylor presided at the 
inquest at which a verdict of death 
from heart disease was retur ned.

FOURTH CLASS POST- 
MASTERS WILL TAKE 
EXAMINATION APRIL 18 

Every fourth class' postmaster in 

Lake county who wishes to hold his job 

■ has got to fight for It in April 18,next. 

And as there are from fifteen to 

eighteen such postmasters and as there 

are many more times that number of 

men who would be willing to burden 

, themselves, with the jobs which pay 

. anywhere from $700 to $900 a year, it 

looks as if there will be some scramble 

for the bunch of jobs. 

This applies to all offices in the coun- 
ty with the exception of Waukegan, 
Highland Park, Lake Forest, North 
Chicago, Grayslake, Aera, Libertyville 
and Antioch. 

; Most of the fourth class postmasters 
of Lake county felt that they were 
cinched in their jobs as a result of the 
new civil service rules adopted during 
the Tuft administration which auto* 
matically placed all forth class officers 
under ciyil service. The Wilson admin- 
istration, however, made one change — 
it held that while the civjl servic rules 
prevailed that to be recognized as a 
civil .service employee, every fourth 
class office must take the examination 
and stand highest if he wishes to retain 
the office. In short the new adminis- 
tration held the fourth class offices un- 
der civil service but did not hold the' 
fourth class postmasters under it until 
they have established their right to it. 
Thus on the 18th of April, any man 
who wishes to become postmaster of 
his respective community, has a right 
to go and take the examination, com- 
peting with the postmaster now holding 
office — and the' highest man wins out

At the meeting of the Milk Producers 
association of the state held in Chicago 
on Monday afternoon John L. Caldwell 
of Waukegan was given a . high honor 
in being elected aa one of the members 
of the Milk Committees of the associa- 
tion—the most most important commit- 
tee of the organization. 
. The membership of the committee ts 
as follows: S. L. Lincolin, Harvard; 
John Read, Lily Lake; W. A. Goodwin, 
Crystal Lake; F. Bernard, Itasca and 
John L. Caldwell, Waukegan. 

At the annual meeting of thedirectiors 
the price to be demanded for summer 
milk was fixed by the committee at an 
average of $1.25 a can delivered, f. o. 
b., in Chicago and the. price per 100 
pounds, to be delivered at the factories 
and bottling plants, at an average of 
$1.50 5 6 for the six months. 

The price was agreed upon unani- 
mously by the directors on report of 
the milk committee. The change is an 
addition of live-sixths of a cent average 
on milk delivered to the factories and 
bottling plants. The price compared to 
last, year shows an incrase of five cents 
a hundred for May and September, 
a decrease of five cents for the month 
month 'of June-

GREAT BRITAIN MUST ASK 



Informntlon Given to State Depart- 
ment at Washjngton Shows That 
Briton Was Murdered In Villa's 
Office — Investigators Halted. 

\Vanhlngton, Mnrqh 3.— Gon. Venua- 
tlano Carranza'H dellnnce <to tho 
United States* created a new and 
grave crisis In Mexican affairs hero. 
It brought tho president and Secre- 
tary Uryan together for another con- 
ference on Sunday. 

The conference lasted an hour and 
a half, and then Secretary Bryan held 
a consultation at the state depart-

New York, March 3. — A destructive 
storm swept the northeastern section 
of the country Sunday. From Pitta- 
burgh and Buffulo on the west to tho 
Atlantic seaboard and up through the 
New England states heavy gales car- 
ried rain, snow or sleet,, the maximum 
precipitation in some localities being 
nioro than fifteen inches. Ships were 
blown ashore, lnterurban communica- 
tion by telegraph and telephone was 
Interrupted for hours, and trains were 
blocked or delayed on nearly all rail- 
road lines. 

Five deaths were caused here by the 
Btorm, which swept the Atlantic coast, 
Isolating Boston from communication 
with the west, except by cable to Nova 
Scotia. 

At times the wind, blowing from the 
northeast, reached a velocity of 72 
miles an hour. Carrying wet snow 
with it, the gale wrecked 50 wires of 
the Weeteru Union that ordinarily 
connect New^York and Chicago, and 
like damuge was done to the 151 wires 
to Philadelphia. The Postal Tele- 
graph company reported damago as 
great. 

The Twentieth Century Limited, 
bound for Chicago, is reported Btallod 
north of Osslnlng, where telegraph 
poles fell across the tracks of the 
Now York Central. Many other tralus 
are delayed. 

At Ellzabethport, N. J., a tower 
carrying 100 wires of the Western 
Union Telegraph company, was 
burned. In the city of New York the 
streets, which had just been partly 
cleaned at a cost of $1,500,000, were 
covered with snow, and between 13,000 
and 14,000 men will be put to .work 
to clear them. Messages from tho 
west are reaching Philadelphia by tele- 
graph and being brought from that 
city by messenger. 

Philadelphia, March 3.— Carried by 
a 45-mile gale the storm of sleet and 
enow crippled trolley and electric 
light service In this city. At Mount 
Carnal a portion of the roof of a tab- 
ernacle In which a religious revival 
was being held' woe blown off. No one 
was hurt. 

Wakefield, IL 1., March 3.— The four- 
masted schooner Jacob S. .Wlnslow, 
lumber-laden, from Ferdluauda for 
Providence! crashed onto Black Rocks,' 
on the southeast side of Block islaud. 
Captain Wilson and his crew of eight 
men were saved. 



SAYS INTERVENTION MEANS 
UNLESS LOSS OF LIFE. 



Former President Expresses His Views 
on Mexico Problem In Ad- 
dress at Capital. 

Washington. March 2. — Former 
President Tuft took a hand In tho 
Mexican problem Friday. In a speech 
before the National Geographic . so- 
ciety he warned the administration 
against Intervention. The cost in 
money and lives, he said, would be 
enormous and the results of doubtful 
benefit. 

"The situation A> In bucIi a condi- 
tion," Mr. Taft said, "that it would bo 
improper for me to comment on it, ex- 
cept to say this: That those who 
lightly look forward to Intervention 
are either utterly regardless of the 
loss of life and the expenditure of im- 
mense treasure, or else tlnay don't un- 
derstand what armed Intervention on 
the part of this government In Mexico 
will mean. 

"Those of ub who have had experi- 
ence in the transqulllzing of a tropical 
country with a people not very differ- 
ent from the Mexicans, who take 
naturally to guerrilla warfare and 
would rather fight and run than work, 
know the difficulties that an army 
would have to meet to accomplish the 
only purpose that we would have In 
going In — the bringing about of law 
and order. 

"It would Involve the garrisoning 
with a sufficient force of every town. 
It would Involve the ^organization of 
columns to chase the guerrillas Into 
their mountain fastnesses and across 
trackless deBert plains and the subju- 
gation of 15,000,000 of people. . 

"I don't know when we would get 
through, I don't know how mnny Uvea 
it- would. Involve, 'I don't know how 
much it would cost, but I do know It 
would be a drag upon us, nnd then 
when we got the thing done the, future 
would still bo a charge and a burden 
on our government and on our 
treasury." 

ProfesBor Tuft afterward was tho 
guest of President Wilson nt luncheon 
nt tho White House. Mr. Taft'a calls 
at the White House have been" fre- 
quent since ho left, March 4 last

London, England, Feb. 28.— Sir John 
Tennlol, for many decades the lead- 
ing British cartoonist, died at the age 
of ninety-four years. Sir John was the 
famous English cartoonist who so 
mercilessly caricatured Abraham Lin- 
coln during the Civil war. Ho was the 
dean of the world's great political car- 
tooniata. Teunlel hold the record for 
continuous service. Fifty yeara were 
passed, . with Bcarcoly a holiday, as 
cartoonist. On Lincoln's death Ten- 
nlcl's bitterness' against him disap- 
peared,

New York, March 4.— Fifteen per- 
sona are doad, scores have been in- 
jured and hundreds are in peril on 
(and and sea In a blizzard, which has 
been sweeping' the Atlantic seaboard 
for 24 hours. 

Business in this city was paralyzed 
on Monday. Fourteen inches of snow 
has fallen. Rail traffic Is at a stand- 
still and wire communication Is badly 
cripplod. 

Dawn found this city Isolated. Tele- 
graph und telephone servico was badly 
crippled, many wires going down in 
tho wind nnd snow. 

Scores of trains bearing commuters 
into tho city wero blockaded. Street 
car and elevated traffic was seriously 
Impaired. Hundreds of miles of city 
BtreetB wero absolutely Impassablo. 

Six* vessels wero reported to have 
been wrecked In tho gale off tho Now 
England coast. 

Train service was halted entirely. 
The Congressional limited, one of the 
crack trains on tho Pennsylvania, 
bound from Washington to this city, 
Btuck in a snow drift outside of Tren- 
ton. 

Tho New York Central, tho Erie, 
the Central railroad of New Jersey, 
tho Delaware & Hudson and the 
Lackawanna all experienced, similar 
difficulties. 

Four New York Central trains wero 
reported lost between this city and 
Albany. 

The monetary loss from tho Btorm 
will be enormous. 

With 19 steamers, nino of them big 
ocean liners, held nt aea by tho worst 
gale since that of 1887, fears are felt 
here that some of tho vessels may 
moot with disnster. 

The Btoppugo of railroad traffic 
threatened a milk famine, as trains 
bearing the city's milk supply were 
unable to enter. 

Thirty-two men are hopelessly facing 
death on eight steel barges auchored 
In a fifty-mile gale off Fire island. On 
shore life savers are watching tho Im- 
periled vessels, but unable to launch 
a rescuing boat In the mountainous 
seas, as the wind Is blowing directly 
toward tho dangerous coast 

Philadelphia, March 4.— Five per- 
sons lost their lives In the terrific 
blizzard which struck this city on 
Sunday. Snow was still falling at 
noon, being piled Into high drifts by a 
high w-ind. Steam and electric traffic 
was at a standstill and wire communi- 
cation was badly crippled. Trains ar- 
riving here from the west on the 
Pennsylvania railroad were many 
hours late, the snowfall being excep- 
tionally heavy In the Allegheny moun- 
tains. 

Wreckage on the tracks of the Read- 
ing held up traffic on that line. The 
thermometer was 10 degrees above 
zero. 

New Brunswick, N. J., March 4.—

All are 
massed around a circular rope:, fence, 
Inside of which the Blackfeot 'indlanB 
are holding their annual festival with 
stories and sacred dances. 

If you were in Montana last June 
this Is what you r Avould have witnessed 
*r w . hen 2 ' 00 ° PJegan Indians from Can- 
^^-W^uA.Mfa country held at Drown- 
ing, the ihdian reservation Just out- 
side of the Glacier National Park, 
their remarkably festival. The vari- 
colored tepees held members of many 
tribes of Indians. The dances which 
were witnessed are old, old, so an- 
cient that the Indian cannot tell when 
they started. The beaded Jackets, 
strange feathered headdress, miedlclne 
bags and deerskin suits whlo'h Indian 
chiefs wear cannot be purchased for 
money and the strnnge chants are 
handed down from father to son. 

If you press closer to the rope 
fence and mingle more freely with 
the onlookers you will see among the 
crowd white men In khaki suits, high, 
boots, sombreros; and white women 
watching the dances, which last for 
four or flvo days and which afford 
the Indian an opportunity to renew 
acquaintances and go through religi- 
ous ceremonies. 

Perhaps -by your side Is a \young 
Indian girl' on a pony with trappings 
of bead work; next to her is a New 
York society woman, and Jogging el- 
bows with her Is ah old Indian 
squaw with blanket or beaded cape 
and black hair braided down her 
back. In her arms she holds a blink- 
ing Indian- baby, strapped to the back 
board and 'swathed. In embroidered 
and beaded blankets which lace to- 
gether. On the outskirts of the 
crowd aro Indians sitting on horses 
to which are attached the travols for 
<V £$&rrylng burdens, for they may have 
come a long distance. Ovor all, the 
onlookers, the dancing chiefs, the 
singing and swaying Indians, the hot 
sun beats down. 
v '' Then, suddenly the chiefs cease to 
chant. Several other leaders of the 
tribe push Into, the circle and begin a 
rhythmic song. Tomtoms are beaten, 
the Indian braves shout and lea?, 
coming down always on the gorund 
.on a certain beat of the music. The 
Indian women, leaping to their feet, 
Join. In a circle ihnt revolves and re- 
■£ volves and produces a hypnotic Influ- 
ence which In some cases seizes the 
white onlookers. 

These. Dlackfoot Indians with their 
lovo songs, their wolf songs. Sioux 
celebration j .-songs, children's game 
songs nnd tribal hymns fascinate you. 
Their dances, the sun dance, the 
'/groin* danco, tho grass dance, aro 



among tho most Interesting given by 
the Indians. Though some of these 
redmen may ordinarily dress In the 
store clothes of the whlto man they 
are all Interested enough in their 
tribal dances to assume their ances- 
tral garb when tho dance and Bong 
festivals ' occur. They look upon 
many of these ceremonies as having 
religious character expressive of 
their beliefs. The sun dance as given 
by them always has its beginning In a 
woman's prayer for the recovery of 
the sick and the whole tribe come to- 
gether to fulfil vows, to fast and to 
pray, ns well as to seek what diver- 
sion dancing affords. 

The chief dancer of these Indians Is 
Chief Fish Wolf Robe. He has many 
handsome costumes. Sonio of them 
are of buckskin with necklace of 
many strands of bends and legglns 
and moccasins ornamented with porcu- 
pine quills. Another chief may wear 
a war bonnet of featherB tipped with 
stained horsehair. Otter and mink 
skins aro woven in and out and the 
animals* talis hang down behind. 
Bracelets and legglns of tanned deer 
skin ornamented with porcuplno quills 
are common. 

Tho Ulnckfcet Indians have from 
time Immemorial known of a wonder- 
ful trail which runs north and south 
along tho Itocky mountains. Accord- 
ing to authorities who have gained 
the confidence of the chiefs, no one 
knows how old this trail Is. It Is 
called tho "Old North Trail" and is 
worn deep by the feet of travelers. 

Though It Is not used much now 
since railroads have come, the deep 
ruts still show amid weeds and 
mosses. This trail juns at a uniform 
distance from the Rockies, passes 
near where tho city of Helena now 
stands and extends south as far as 
Mexico. 

The road •haB been frequented by 
Canadian Indians as well- as Ameri- 
can redmen and it forks Where Cal- 
gary stands In Canada. This Old 
North trail has many traditions con- 
nectod with It and stories nre told of 
expeditions of Canadian Indians who 
went south to the dark skinned peo- 
Pie (Mexicans). It took 12 moons 
of Bteady traveling. 
^ There are many legends in Glacier 
National ; Park connected - with the 
early life, of the Dlackfeot tribe. Ono 
of these Is associated with the beau- 
tiful Two Medicine lakes. Here Is 
tho story as told by a Blackfeot chlof: 
"Many yearB ago there was a fa- 
mine • In the land of tho Blackfeet 
which Is set down by, my father from 
1835 to 1837. At that time the Black- 
feet Indians owned everything from 
Hudson bay to tho Rocky mountains, 
and In all that land there was no 
green spot except In the valley that 
Is called Two Medicine. Even the 
buffalo left tho country, because there 
was no food for. them .and the In- 
dians that sought refuge. In tho moun- 
tains found no game or anything to 
eat except borrles. 

'Then tho old men of the trlbo with- 
drew to' tho valley that is now-called 
Two Medicine and built there two 
medicine lodges, so great was their 
need. They worshiped the Great 
Spirit and prayed to bo told what 
they should do to bo saved from tho 



famine. And tho Great Spirit heard 
them and directed them to send seven 
of their patriarchs to tho Chief moun- 
tain, where tho wind god was then 
residing. 

"They followed these directions and 
sovon of their oldest men retired to 
Chief mountain, and there surely was 
the wind god. Ho stood at the sum- 
mlt of the mountain and the wings 
extending from his shoulders spread 
wldo over the valleys. He faced 
north, east, south and west and his 
wings quivered as he stood. The old 
men worshiped him from afar but 
were afraid to come near him to 
make their prayers, and after their 
long Journey they went back empty 
handed to their people. 

"Then tho medicine men directed 
hem to send II of their strongest and 
bravest young warriors to intercede 
with the wind god. These young men 
also when they reached tho mountain 
and saw tho wind god were afraid, 
but they drew nearer and nearer to 
him nnd finally they dared to touch 
the skins he was wearing. They made I 
their prayer to him and he listened I 
and his wings quivered and quivered 
nnd gradually clouds began to gather 
over tho plains and the rain fell as 
ir in a deluge. He stretched one 
wing wide over tho plain telling them 
to go back there and they would find 
tho buffalo. 

"The warriors then descended to 
the valley and brought tho good news 
to their people, and they found that 
already tho buffalo had, come back 
and tho famine was broken. And 
ever afterward tho valley was called 
the Valley of the Two Medicine in 
memory of the medicine lodges that 
wore there erected to the Great Spir- 
it In tho time of famine."

With their curious 
Chinese, slanted eyes and Inflated nos- 
trils, they are a people of dirt and 
laughter. Their heavy black hair Is 
worn by the males over the shoulders 
to protect their' largo ears. Across 
their thick lips comes the flash, as a 
rule, of perfect but discolored teeth. 
Such Is the Eskimo gentleman— tho 
real lord of tho north. 

As for the Eskimo belles, they, too, 
have their virtues. Beauty Is a ques- 
tion of taste and probably tho Eskimo 
would not exchange his flat-faced, 
strong and sturdy mate with dark 
brown eyes and natural bust, for tho 
faireBt chorus girl. Very often, too, 
when thoBo girls have European blood 
in them their looks aro far from un- 
comely. 

But to arrive at a real understand- 
ing of the EBkimo you must spend a 
year at least among them. Thus only 
can you arrive at a complete picture 
of their strange life wherein trains 
and banks and offices and telephones 
have no part. For they, like all prlml- 
tlvo races, are a, nomadic people liv- 
ing under tho bright stars. So" we 
may see an Eskimo's health, wealth 
and content So, too, you may face 
starvation and hardship with him. 
And again you may watch tho wages 
of tho civilization that leave him 
robbed of furs, plllugod of livelihood 
and branded with disease. 

The EBkimo lives by tho chase for 
ho neither ploughs nor farmB. By 
means of the chase come IiIb food and 
raiment and the fuel that is to warm 
him through the long northern winter. 
His winter mansion is tho Igloo or 
snow houae. his summer homo a tupik 
or tent of seal and deer skins. 

Whon the days of tho north begin 
to spread out in Janunry comes the 
Eskimo's hard times. For two months 
or more life is a burden, Intolerable 
and bitter, yet fiercely clutched at for 
all Its uncertainty. The Ice is storm 
seized and the seal on which tho Eski- 
mo depends koep out In tho'.open wa- 
ter. And It is In this Benson the 
southern Eskimo strikes his annual 
trail for the trade post, whoro ho will 
barter a winter's pelts for ammuni- 
tion, tobacco and white men's baublos. 
First provisions for the. way must he 
found and at no other timo aro they 
so hard to obtain. So It comes to 
pass that with a little door meat re- 
sorved over from the fall and with a 
scant stock of seal, the company sots 
forth. The long narrow komatlkrf 
aro lushed, the dogs harueBBed 1 to 
them and tho trail goes on in stages. 
Generally two or three families make 
thorn togothor. An old woman leads 
tho way. Then come the dogs and 
tho Bleds while scouting on each Bldo 
wander tho men in search of seal 
holes on tho Ice. Tho short day wanes 
and a small Bnowhouao has to bo built 
from a convenient hummock. 
Building a House. 
First, a veteran tests tho snow of 
the neighborhood with bis knife. The 



drift must bo a slnglo storm's work 
for then tho snow Is more compact. 
An oblong hole about five feet long, 
two or three feet wide, somo two feet 
deep Ih next cut. Blocks are then 
taken from Its clean face. Each block 
Is about half a foot thick, a foot and 
a half deep and two and a half feet 
long. Ono man wedges tho blocks 
and another builds them round in a 
circle tho size of the intended house. 
Tho first layer completed, tho blocks 
cut downward diagonally so that the 
next layer will tako a spiral form and 
continue to curve up until the dome Is 
closed by a key-block. Women mor- 
the the block chinks with soft snow. 
The door Is cut and Inside opposite 
it is piled the snow-bed, while outside 
a wind shield of blocks protects tho 
door from a drift. It is now the wo- 
men's task to make tho place homo 
within while the husky bucks feed 
their dogs. 

On the bed pile go mats of closely 
woven willow branches, then deer 
skins and deer skin sleeping hags. 
The soapstonc lamp is lighted rind- 
placed on a snow shelf between the 
door and bed. In It a wick of dry. 
pulverized moss is fed with deer fat 
or seal blubber. The kettlo Is now 
Blung over Ik 

Tho sleds outside are now denuded 
and the dogs bedded. Tho most valu- 
able of the sleds uro Ivory shod, other- 
wise they have whalebone runners. 
During tho cold months \the.v^.ar( 
sheeted with muck and frtrzen so 
there is least friction and for this the 
Ice coating is renewed daily. The 
Eskimo now set their traps and go 
In for the night. So tho trail goes 
on day after day, night aftor night 
until they come, in two months or so, 
to the lonely traders of tho north. 

Purs are given in and counters on 
a graded scale received— a white fox 
counting as ono skin and some silver 
foxes as much as 'forty. The Eski- 
mo then hand over tho counters, 
their tokens for white man's plug to- 
bacco, his killing powder and shot and 
his needles and fish hooka and what- 
ever the trader can attract him with.

WHEN FARMERS ARE BANKERS. 




Foynos, County Limerick, Ireland.— 
We havo Juat been In the presence of 
the beat board of bankers that we ever 
saw. They aro all what tho Wall 
Htreet clerk would call "rubes;" they 
are "hay-seeds." They are farmers— 
who, as you know, must not bo con- 
fused with agriculturists. When we 
think of American banks and bankers 
we think of the buildings which have 
the finest fronts in town and of tho 
men who also put up tho finest fronts. 
Wo think of shrewd tellers who never 
tell -anything; of cashiers who are 
constantly upon the point of refusing 
cash to those who need It most; of 
boards of directors who sit In softly 
carpeted rooms on upholstered chairs, 
around polished Circassian walnut 
tables. The Irish bankers we have 
just seen wore mud-bespattered 
clothtes. They sat In a pine floored 
room, on rough chairs, around a rough 
table upon which a smoking, smelling 
kerosene lamp cast a dim light that 
was almost a shadow. 

Business Before History. 

In our search for all that la good in 

rural organization, we landed last 

night In Limerick. Limerick Is & 

mighty Interesting city, founded by 

the Danes a thousand years ago; a 

city which Cromwell's forces could not

Hut just now more Important than 
historic Limerick la the modern vil- 
lage of Poynea with lt8 egg marketing 
society and Its farm credit associa- 
tion. * So to Foynea we came thla 
afternoon through a driving rain over 
3*) mllea of tho flno Irian roadways*! 
which a day's heavy rainfall can only 
softon Into, alight sllpperlness. Wo 
aro under the guidance of A. M. Rid- 
dle, an organizer and Inspector of co- 
operative soclotlea, employed by the 
Irish Agricultural Organization ao- 
a bright, eager, , energetic, 
iT . netful Irishman who, after long 
.'•"*tudy and years of hard work In co- 
iperntivo societies throughout Europe, 
luiowa co-operation from A to Z. 
Farmers Who Aro Bankers. 
At seven o'clock on this rainy night 
ve found bIx of the seven membora of 
he loan committee assembled In the 
-illago clubhouae. Hero aro alx 
hrewd but kindly Irian gentlemen 
vho know their bualneBa thoroughly. 
Jomo! of them have driven mlleB 
hrough rain and wind. All are serv- 
ng without pay. One la the manager 
f a little sawmill, previously, a school 
pneher;. another Is an intelligent ex* 
nember of tho Royal Irish constabu- 
lary; ono operates successfully a 
rge rented farm; one la a raiser of 
looded hones'; one is a aharp-tongued 
ut. at heart, good natured farmer, 
ho is evidently a believer In diacreet 
IndllneBB concealed under apparent 
arahneBB; one la a clerk In a, merc- 
antile establishment Tho secretary 
-sV'a retired school teacher with a good 
working knowledge of accounting and 
iislnesB methods. 

How They Work. 
The Inspector had previously looked 
ter all tho books and accounts and

Styles. The committee showed, how- 

vor. that the man's slowness In ro- 

; aylng the first loan was duo to sick- 

flviess and hard luck. , 
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Then the Interesting fact appeared 
that the second loan was given to en- 
able the borrower to. send a bright, 
fourteen-year-old son to school, )for 
the purpose of better qualifying him 
as a wage earner. The plan had suc- 
ceeded. Tho boy had been at school 
eight months, had done well, had se- 
cured a position, and was now bo sit- 
uated that he could assist, and was 
assisting, in the repayment of the 
loan. Tho Inspector, on understand- 
ing the purposo of the second loan. 
Indorsed it as a perfectly legitimate 
one, and sanctioned tho action of the 
committee. 

Marrying Money. 

As to another case, ono of the mem- 
bers said: "He's ail right; he Is go- 
ing to be married, and it's a fine girl 
ho gets and a bit of money, about 75 
pounds she'll bring him, too, and that 
will help to pull him through and 
make the payments." 

Of another delinquent a member 
said: "A slater was a long time ail- 
ing, and after a long sickness she 
died, poor child. He's a* fine boy, hon- 
est as&eTday is long. Ho's a decent 
fellow. We can't crowd him. He's 
had a hard time. He's doing all he 
can, and will pay as euro as the sun 
rifles." 

Buying Pigs* 

Of another case the inspector said: 
"Here's a guard on the train who bor- 
rowed money from us for the pur- 
chase of pigs. He hasn't time to tend 
hogs, has he?" Back.came the reply: 
"Sure, any of us that has a wife and 
a homo can keep pigs if ho wants to. 
It's as easy to keep pigs as It Is to 
keep a homo at all." It appeared, 
however, that no pigs had been 
bought by the train guard; that a rel- 
ative had bought pigs, presumably 
with the money borrowed. There was 
no danger at all as to the repayment 
of the loan, the sureties being good. 
Fraud had been practiced, however, 
and the committee were not at all 
complacent about their part in the 
matter, feeling they had been too easy 
In making tho loan. This particular 
brakeman would have a poor chance 
If he ever asked for another loan. And 
bo tho committee proceeded sympa- 
thetically considering each Individu- 
al case, deciding each upon Its own 
merits, Irrespective of what are con- 
sidered in America to be general 
banking rules. It must be borne In 
mind that the cases referred to were 
a few delinquents among a very large 
number which were promptly settled. 
What Money Is Used For. 

Many of the loans had been for 
tho purchase of seeds and manures In 
the previous spring. Some of the 
members had purchasea pigs; some- 
times a cow was secured. One had 
bought a hone, ono had built a cow 
shed. On tho whole the rule that 
loans could bo made only for pro- 
ductive and economic use was well ob- 
served. > 

"It's hard to crowd the- boys," said 
one of the .members.* "An, that's the 
trouble with uslriah," replied the in- 
spector. "But good business means 
good business, although It la hard to 
bo harah at all." South of Ireland 
temperaments wero not altogether 
convinced that harshness v was wis- 
dom, and the answer came back: "Did 
you ever know of harshness. -to be any 
good at all?" 

Some Hanhness Necessary. 

The Inspector, who, In our previous 
conversation with him, had seemed 
the most easy tempered young man, 
developed a considerable severity 
when appearing before the committee. 
He kept Insisting that the delinquent 
debtors must be dealt with more 
harshly and in a more. business-like 
way. In several cases he advised Im- 
mediate legal proceedings unless 
something wsb done. He told t;hom 
that unless good business methods 
prevailed a new committee must bo 
appointed or that the society would 
get Into trouble and would bo closed 
out, Tho attitude was more or less 
for effect upon' tho committee. Tho 
man raised In this. section of Ireland 
Is bo BOtt-hearted that he cannot bo 
harsh in hlB own matters, and It 1b 
indeed difficult for him. to bo business- 
like .'when buBinoBB-like methods In- 
volve harshness. The committee took 
the Bltuation sorlously to heart, how- 



ever, and the words of tho inspector 
had their effect for they promised that 
more buslnese-liko mothoda would pre- 
vail in tho future. 

Good Business Methods. 
Tho Inspector had not only full 
knowledgo of co-operatlvo concerns, 
but was evidently In addition a skilled 
nccountant and pointed out why tho 
books must be kept according to tho 
uniform Byatcm of accounts recom- 
mended by tho Irish Agricultural Or- 
ganization society. A must searching 
nnnual audit of accounts 1b also re- 
quired performed by either an offi- 
cial public auditor appointed under 
tho Friendly Societies act or by per- 
sona selected by tho mombon at the 
annual meeting. Everywhere, aa here, 
wo have found that good business 
and accounting methods aro em- 
ployed and that careful audits are In- 
sisted upon and considered necessary 
to tho success of these societies. If 
thero is any lack of, these qualifica- 
tions In the formora who aro tho bank- 
on, tho lack is supplied by tho I. A. 
O. S. through their inepecton and au- 
ditors. 

Farmers Can Bo Good Bankers. 
We came somewhat doubting wheth- 
er a farmer could be a banker. We 
go away convinced that the farmer, 
If assisted by good supervision and 
Inspection, can be at once a good 
business man and a kindly neighbor. 
Here In this Foynos society Is a com- 
mittee of business men who are will- 
ing to come together to consider loans 
of tho moat trivial amounts and to 
meet periodically and discuss meth- 
ods of bringing more money into the 
little community to bo loaned out to 
those needing it. They are ready' to 
go over all the petty troubles and 
trials and misfortunes of tho unfor- 
tunate borrower, to dlscuBs ways and' 
means of helping the weaker brother 
pay his debt These men are in fact 
bearing tho burdens of an entire 
community so far as tho email busi- 
ness difficulties are concerned. All 
are most anxious to see overy farmer 
able to buy good seed, good manures, 
good stock and to. Improve tho posi- 
tion of himself and family, yet equally 
anxlouB to protect the funds of the 
bank. 

It la a question whethter the board 
of directors of any big financial house 
who sit in richly upholstered chain 
around Circassian walnut tables ever 
more efficiently discharged tho du- 
ties of bank directors than have this 
group of mud-bespattered farmers sit- 
ting In cheap wooden chain around 
this pine table. . 

One Man One Vote. 
This co-operative banking associa- 
tion at Foynea la under the absolute 
control of the farmers hereabouts. 
Thla control la not centered in a few 
rich members who have furnished the 
capital. Bach member has one vote, 
irrespective of his investment. There 
is no massing of votea In the hands 
of those who have tho most money In 
tho concern. ~ Here men cany tho 
voting power, not money. The co-op- 
erative idea Is essentially democratic. 
Experience shows that nd other sys- 
tem succeeda. For ono man to pos- 
sess twice as much power as his 
neighbor renders an association no 
longer truly co-operative. Before this 
principle was recognized, when one 
or two membera might out-vote 100 
members, more than one co-operative 
effort went to pieces. 

The average farmer member is poor. 
He has never handled money. He, 
may never have made a loan. He 
knows nothing- of banking forms, of 
bank bookkeeping, of the legal rights 
of borrowers or of lenders. He is aa 
easy-going, good-hearted Irishman. 
Men of this type control and make up 
the loan committee, which must pass 
on loans, enforce collections and de- 
cide on all minor questions relating 
to the policy of the organization. How 
can such members be good bankers? 
In America it takeB ahrewd, well- 
trained business men to mako a bank 
succeed. They know more of bank 
accounting than do accountants. They 
know as much of banking law as do 
lawyers. They have -by long study 
of their subject become familiar with 
every phase of it How then can these 
happy-go-lucky Irish farmora become 
successful financiers? 

The anBwor. or tho biggest part of 
the answer, fs that the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organization society has a 
beneficent supervision over them and 
furnishes them with the qualifications 
which they lack. > 

Interview With Doctor McCarthy. 
Notwithstanding all that co-opera* 
tlve credit has dono for Ireland, it 
still has a lack, says Doctor McCarthy. 
Tho small tenant farmer has had am- 
ple provisions made for him by tho 
government for- tho purchase of his 
home. Small farmen, through credit 
RSBocatlonsi havo ample opportunities 
of obtaining small loans* for produc- 
tive purposes. What Ireland most 
needs now, however, Is a system of 
loans by which the ownen of the larg- 
er estates may secure funds with 
which to mako their estate productive 
and profitable. The owners of the big 
estates are- all in need of money. They 
are as poor, in a sense, as the poorest 
tenant farmers, The wont farming 
in all Ireland Ib sometimes found upon 
the largest estates. TheBe farmers 
find It difficult to obtain a large loan, 
at a low rate of Interest, on long time, 
with' privileges of amortization pay- 
ments, such as will enable them to use 
money for the gradual upbuilding of 
tho productiveness of the farm. If It 
were, possible here to borrow money 
upon mortgages of this description as 
It is in Germany, in France, in Italy 
and even in -Russia, tho rural portions 
of Ireland would advance much more 
rapidly. America can safely adopt 
the Irish system of short time person- 
al loans, but wo should havo in addi- 
tion something like the German Land* 
schaf ten banks for larger long time 
loans.
